His next Inſtance is in King Fames's time, When the Prince E/e#,z 

m4 choſen Kinz of Bohemia. And how does this \prove his Point ? 
Why, be ſent tv King James for Advice, and be- had no mind he ſhould 
engage in it, And therefore the Prince of Oranze hath a jaſt Right ts 
concern himſelf, -and to make himſelf King according to the Principles 
of the Church of 'Eng/and. I perceive it is not for every body to make 

Conſequences, for who but our Authourcould ever have found out how 
ſuch wonderfal Things Glfowed from King Fames's denyitig his Son to 
engagein it.

His Third Inſtance is in the time of King Charles the Firſt, 17/5en the 
K:ng of Denmark bad taken Arms to ſettle the Peace, and Liberty of the 
G-Ymans, and was Defzated; and King Charles chought hrmſelf concerned 
to aſſiſt bim'; and Arch-biſhop Laud drew np a Declaration ſetrrg forth 
the Danger, and requiring the People's Prayers and Aſſiſtence to prevent 
the growth of Spain, &c.

Is there no diffe:ence tetwern Ailifting oe Prince 
ARually at War with another, to prevent his utcer Overi10w aud Dc- 
ſtructioo, and in,fuch a caſe for wiſe and poliiick Ends to itop the ex» 
orbizant. and dangerous Growth of a patent Neighbour; an4 for the 
ſame Prince, to take away another Prince's Crown , becauſe he is unea- 
fie and ung: atefull to his Subjects ? Yet after ſuch tallacious Inf: rences, 
our Author with his wonted Modeſty adds, Let thoſe tho now with as 
much Jongrance as Confidence upbraid Men with Renouncing the Do-irmes 
and.

Aſhton 
clear'd” the occafion' of his going over to France to have been upon a' 
gone diflerent Acconnt. But the Papers, ſays he, were found about 
him, What then? Might not another who was in the Company, and- 
who onely was conſcious of their Contents, give them to him to- 
Keep ?. Nay, would not that Perſon who was eoncerned- judge it beſt 
in'Reafon, rather to give them to a Perſon which was not at all concer=- 
ned in them, than to another of his own Gang? Certainly he- would. 
Nothing more frequent in Olzver's Days, than for loyal Gentlemen go- 
ing in Coach, to give ſuch Papers which were Treaſonable in thoſe: 
days te the Coachman; or fome Gentlewomen in Company ; and muſt 
ſach Perſons who carried them be concluded guilty of Treafon? This 
Circumſtance then of having the Papers found upon him, which were' 
evidently another Man's Concern, as being writ in his hand; was fo far 
from being manifeſtly .comefed. with hy being concerned-in them, or 
knowing their Contents; that, of the two ir rather fgnifies the co-mtrary/ 
Beſides, this'Circumitance is not right!ly repreſented. - Had they been 
found' upon him when firſt ſearch'd, it might have born a ſleight Suſpi- 
tion, that he was the Bearer -of-them; but when he was firſt forc'd 
out of the hiding Pl:ce, he was fearch'd, and nothing found about: 
him; but going down afterwards to rhe Hold of the Ship, and finding 
thoſe Papers left, (which he might-ſuſpe&t my Lord Preſton would 
not have had tonnd,) he put them in- his.Boſome, with defign to 
throw them over-board, which being obſerved, they were found there. 
Well; bur he had a mind- ro. have theſe Papers thrown over-board: 
What th:n? Wonld not any Friend do the fame, if his Friend and 
Fellow-Traveller, who by leaving his-Letters behind him where he lay, 
haq4 by fo doing fignibed, that he would not have them ſeen, though 
aft the ſame time he knw nothing of rhe C-ntents. Did nor Captain- 
Bllp at the Tryal declare upon Oath , that Mr. Eloe was much more. 
concerne! than he was, and yet-no Preſumptive Evidence was groune 
ded thereupon agai:ft him, of knowing thetr Contents ?. Again, Are 
there no Secrets, and important: Ones too, but Treaſon? 'What Man 
who is verſed in the World would have made ſuch a raſh Concluſion of 
bis knowing the Cortents. of the Letters from a Carriage, as was lately 
fhew'd has: ſometimes, and may efzen be uſed in other Occaſions, 
where he that deftrozs-Or conceals any Papers of another's, is yet utterly 
Ignorant of what's in them, or what is his Friend's Defign? My ſelf 
m the ProteCtor's Days lodged near the: Pal- Mall, when a Civil Gen= 
ftleman came to take a Room in-tie ſame Houſe; it ſeems he came 
over to England about King Charles his Butineſs, though he kept it to 
himſelf, and rever in the leaft had acquainted me with itz upon a 
fright he came: runaing from the Yard into the Honte, and feaiing as 
Searchy, retired into a-ſaie hiding Place, giving me tome Papers (which 
i ſeems he would not. have found with him) to ſecure them-if E could, 
or elſe to-byry them.” I did not much fear, knowing-the Conſtable; 
fo I lock'd them in a' ſmall Trunk of Mine, and put them pader the 
Beds-head, / They ſearct'd but found nothing; Here is a Cate paral- 


tet exactly, or rather far more obnoxious than was that of Mr, Aſaton's, 
| ; and 
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and more ſignificant, that I was privy to. the Defign of them. Now T 
would ask this inconfiderate Jury, whether, had thoſe Papers (which I 
ynderſtood afterwards to'be Commiſſions) been found in my Trunk, they 
wou!d have brought me in,guiley2 Doubtleſs ſuch, a Jury as cj would 
have done it ; and yet I can ſafely be depoled, That I was thea utter- 
ly ignorant, both of the Byſine/s of that Gentleman , and of rhe Cons. 
eents of the Papers, -I defire thoſe Gentlemen of the Jury to lay their 
Hands,on their. Hearts, and tell us ſerionſly, whether they durit have. 
ventured their own Lives, - ( could. it have been brought to the Tryall, ) 
that Mr. Aſbron intended to. go intg+ France with ſuch-a- Deſign? I 
doubt their Hearts wou!d quail at ſuch a dubious, Wager : "And* could 
they think fit to take away another Man's Life , and hazard to damn, 
their own Souls tao,, on an Evidence that they dutiſt not ſtake their 
own Lives upon. Let them reflec how often even very fprear Likels= 
hoods deceive us every. day ;. nay, ſometimes. fo, great ,* that we ſhould, 
have judped it almoſt impoſſible it ſhould have wuſſed; and yet ng wiſe 
or goad Man would venture his Life or his Safvatzen.upon thole higheſt 
Likelihoods, or think fit to ſwear the Truth of them ; and dare _ 
then hazard to for/wear themſelves, ard to commit Murther in tg, the 
Bargain, by bringing in an illegal Verdict, which takes away a Man's Life 
upon Likelrhoods or Preſumptions? The Law he confeſſes requires 2a 
feſt Proof; What ſays this Patron'ef Injuſtice tothe Law ?2£ Yet 16 
Proof (ſays he, page 29.) mt fill be ſuch as the thing will bear. Let us 
examine the ſenſe of theſe Words. Either he means by the Word 
[Thing , ] a Fact of fuch a Nature as Mr. Aſbroy's is pretended to be, 
and that ſuch a Fact, abſtraftedly ſpealgng, cannot bear a more manifeſt 
Proof than this had: "Or be means that this individual pretended Fact, 
as ſtanding under the Circumſtances it realy had, can bear no betrer 
Proof than it did.,' or be made more manifeſt. He cannot without exe 
treme Folly mean' the former of theſc: For it is evident at:d confeſſed 
here, p. 3o, by himſelf, That had the Papers been produced writ im 
his own hand , it would bavs been a plain Proof of his knowing what was 
#n.thoſe Papers, ( which by the way, is a plain Conteſſicn, that (that 
Proof wanting) there was no plain or manifeſt Proof at all,) He muſt 
mean then, that this Faft, no better circuniſtanc'd,, can bear no better 
Proof: Which is in leſs candid Terms to ſay 3 We were-eſolved ro hang 
him, end could have been glad of a plain or men Prog, but the Evi 
dence we could get from all the Cirannſtances, not bearing or affording us 
ſuch a Proof, we were forced to condems. him upon this unmani{ejt Prof, or 
elſe (which would have vexed us) we muſt have acquitted him. This is 
what he would ſay, had he the Gift of Ingenuity. Well then, fince 
there was (as he confeſles) no plain or manifeſt Proof, whar Proof will. 
he afford vs inſtead of ir? Why, he tells ns, ebere was /:tnrient *Progf 
of his Privity to the Contents of thoſe Papers. . Sofficient !- What does he 
mean. by that indeterminate and infignificant Expreiiton'?' 'Nu Proof is 
ſaffficient. by the Law bur what is manifeſt: But he as good as;confeiles 
here, that the Proof was not manzfeſt, He:can onely mean then by. that: 
lukewarm word [ /uffitiext , ] that the Proof was ſufficiexe to take away 
his. Life, if ſuch Judges and ſuch a Jury had the managing of it, who 
were reſolved to ſacrifice their Conciences.and Honefty ro:the - or: 
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Fayour of Men ; and blindly ſubmit them withont Scrvp'e, to the 
Pleaſure of the State. | : 
Next he tells us, Zheye car be ne diveft and plaiy Prodfi bf a fog Dt 
tention. How many Tricks are coucht in theſe few words? What 
does the word [dir:#] here? Did any Man ever pretend he coutd ſee a 
Soul dire&ly, or receive Impreſſions from it in a ſtreighs Lim, as Light 
and viſible Objets come to the bodily Eye? Again: What does the 
word [ ſecree] here? Had it not been enongh to ſay, None can have 42 

Plain Provf of an Intention? But to confound the weak Reader, ari 
colour over the Paradox, he muſt add [ ſecrer} to it. Indeed while an 
Intention is ſecree, 'tis undoubtedly ſecree ; but why can there be no 
plain Proof of an Intention, making it become not ſecre? ? Certainly 
the denying this would deſtroy all humane Negotiation, in all its mai- 
neft Concerns, and make all our chief Actions Fewer and uncertain: 
It inakes al! the Execution of the Law consfortleſs to. the Judges and Ju- 
ry, ant wickedly #9urions to the Perſons accuſed ; for by this Man's 
Diſcourſe the former can never tell whether or not they condemn af 
Innocent, and the latter ſees his Life and Honor expoſed to Hap-hazard. 
"Tis the BÞirention, and tnat onely, which the Law regards, nor is any 
Action reputed by ic to be-Fetony, Murther.,, Treaſon , 9c. unleſs it 
be done Animo Felonico, &c, with a Felonious Irtention, &c. and this 
Intetitivn, 'according to him, can never be made p/ain; fo no Man B- 
ving knows, or can know, who dies deſervedly, who innocently. Let him 
reflect., that all that the Witneſſes can do is to atteſt the Overt-a#, 
or the Words ſpoken imprinted on rheir Senſes ; but *tis the Duty of the 
Judges and Jury, when once they are ſatisfied of the Witnefles Inte- 
rity ; to fee that thoſe-Actions are neceſſarily connected with ſuch an 
Intention as with its Cauſe, and proceeded from it ; and if they be not 
fatisfied , but that poſſibly it might ſpring from another Caufe, they 
muſt be jadged nor-to value how pretivas a Man's Life is, nor to res 
gard much whether they legally. condemn an innocent of no, if they 
ring him-in gnilty ; .and ſo they incurr the Guilt thernſelves of careleſs 
Murtherers: - Nor do the Judges deferve a better Character, if they fail 
' in the Dury of inſtructing them, that the Law requires manifeſt Proof , 
ant that they ought not tb proceed npon even bigh Likelihoods of Pres 
fumptions, which we do experience do of ren deceive us: But eſpeci=- 
ally if they aggravate and enhance thoſe Likelihoods to make the Ju- 
ry proceed upon them as Certainties: All whick was but too viſible 
in the Charge to this eafily byaſt Jury, Did this Gentleman, who de- 
nies that Ditentions can athnit of plain Proof, never hear of thoſe Says 
ings, That ou? of the abimdance of the Heart the Mouth ſpeaketh, or that 
the Tree is known by its Frint 5 1.6. a Man's Interiour by his Outward 
Aims? Can we not know very manifeftfly, that if a Man way-lay his 
Enemy, and out of an Ambuth afſaults aud runs him. through, he had 
an Intention to do him a Miſchief? Does not himſelf confeſs, that had 
the Papers beer mt Mr. 4 's own hand, it had been a-plasn or mani 
Feft Proof of his lawwing their Contents ; which Knowledge is of its. own 
Nature altogether as ſecret as is an Intentions Laftly, Uoes. he not tell 
us out of my Lord Coe, that no Proof is ſuficient but a manifeſt 
one; , atid yet he fets hamiſclt-to prove, tliat there can be ko. plain or
